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predetermined first distance to deploy a first of tlie medical appliances and for moving 
the string a predetermined second distance to deploy a second of the medical 
appliances, wherein the mechanism includes a slide that changes the length of the 
channel through which one string passes when the slide is moved from a first position to 
a second position. Thus the examiner has allowed claims 1, 25-36.
